On August 1, 1995, the Oakland A's became the fourth major league baseball 
team to have an official home page on the Internet's World Wide Web. By 
establishing a presence on the Internet, the A's are able to provide information 
to A’s fans not just in the Bay Area, but throughout the country and the world. 
The A's have also setup e-mail addresses for fan feedback, and all mail is read 
by A's employees, as the A’s maintain their Web site in-house. 

The A's Web site is divided into five main categories: Clubhouse, Press Box, 
Ticket Office, Merchandise and Front Office. Visitors to the site can download 
information about A's players such as biographies, statistics, photos and audio 
highlights. There is also information about the A's minor league teams, 
including schedules. The Press Box contains up to date statistical information, 
results, pitching probables, transactions, injury information, records and more. 
A's fans can also purchase merchandise and tickets on-line and have access 
to the A's latest schedule information, including promotions and television. 


Fans visiting the A’s Web site can also compete for prizes by playing 
Cyberskipper™, an interactive fanstasy baseball game. Contestants earn 
points by predicting which players in the A's line-up will get hits, hithome runs, 
steal bases and more.

Co-Owner/Managing Partner 


A Bay Area native born in Santa Clara, and an avid 
sports fan, Stephen C, Schott and Ken Hofmann kept 
American League baseball in the Bay Area and on 
November 1, 1995 bought the Oakland A's. After a 
successful business career, Schott starts a career in 
sports with a franchise which has won ten division 
titles, six league championships, and four World Se- 
ties in the last twenty five years. 


His involvement with baseball dates back to his days as a pitcher at Santa 
Clara University, Mr. Schott graduated from SCU in 1960, and serves on the 
University's Board of Trustees. He was named the Distinguished Alumnus in 
1989. Today, he continues to serve in an advisory capacity as a member of 
the Santa Clara University athletic department Bronco Bench, and on the 
committee of the University's annual Cable Car Classic basketball tourna- 
ment. 


Professionally, Mr. Schott is the President and Owner of Citation Homes. 
Citation, and its predecessor companies, have built over fifty thousand homes 
over the last four decades. Mr. Schott has been involved with development in 
Santa Clara, Alameda, San Mateo, and Contra Costa counties for over thirty 
years. He is a director of the Imperial Bank, and a member of the National 
Association of Home Builders. 


Mr. Schott is very active in the community as a member of several groups. 
As a member of the Stanford-Amdahl “Read to Succeed" program, and a 
director of the Santa Clara County Role Model Program, Mr. Schott is very 
committed to making a difference in the lives of Bay Area youth. He alsoisa 
founding member of the Alexis de Tocqueville Society associated with the 
United Way. In the area of education, Mr. Schott is a Regent at Bellarmine 
College Prep and a past chairman of the St. Francis High School Foundation 
Board, 


Mr. Schott married the former Patricia Sunseri on September 1, 1962. They 
have three children, Lisa, Stephen E, and Kristen. The Schotts currently 
reside in Los Altos Hills. 


KEN HOFMANN 
Partner/Owner 


For the first time in Oakland A's history, an Oakland native, Ken Hofmann, will 
own part of the team. Born and raised in Oakland, he graduated from Fre- 
mont High School, and attended St. Mary's College before graduating from 
the U.S. Merchant Marine Academy, Kings Point, New York. A World War II 
veteran, Mr. Hofmann served the Merchant Marines in various theaters, earn- 
ing a rating of Master Mariner. 


In 1948, Mr. Hofmann started a career in contracting and development as a 
plastering contractor. He moved on to home building in 1951. In 1957 he 
formed the Hofmann Company, and since that time has built over 30,000 
homes and apartments, and over $150 million in commercial and industrial 
properties. Today, the Hofmann Company also operates two athletic clubs, a 
youth center, and an eighteen hole golf course. He is very active in the home- 
building industry, as a two time President and member of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the local Building Industry Association. Ken is also a member of the 
National Association of Home Builders. 
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Mr. Hofmann has also served on the Board of Trustees and as a Regent for 
St. Mary's College, and is a member of the alumni association of the U.S. 
Merchant Marine Academy, Kings Point, NY. In 1983, he was named St. 
Mary's alumnus of the year, During the 1980's, Mr. Hofmann helped endow a 
new football field and basketball gym, as well as a football scholarship at St. 
Mary's. In the area of the environment, Mr. Hofmann serves as a director for 
the National Fish and Wildlife Foundation. He has also been an active fund- 
raiser for several local causes including the Regional Theater for the Arts in 
Walnut Creek and the Mount Diablo Medical Center. 


Mr. Hofmann is an avid sportsman who enjoys flying, golfing, hunting, and 
fishing. He has been married for 37 years to the former Jean England and 
they have two daughters. The Hofmanns reside in Lafayette, CA.

President & General Manager 


After serving as the A's Executive Vice President & 
General Manager in 1996, Richard “Sandy” Alderson, 
49, takes over as President & General Manager in 
1997, a title he also held for three years from 1993- 
1995. 


As President, Sandy is responsible for the 
organization's overall day-to-day operations. He will 
continue to be directly responsible for all aspects of the A’s baseball opera- 
tions including major league, minor league and scouting operations. 


Before joining the A's, Alderson practiced law in San Francisco. He left pri- 
vate practice in October 1981 to join the A’s as their General Counsel and 
was named Vice President, Baseball Operations in September 1983. 


Alderson holds degrees from Dartmouth College (1969) and Harvard Law 
School (1976). He also served four years as a Marine Infantry Officer with a 
tour of duty in Vietnam. He currently resides in Tiburon with his wife, Linda, 
and two children. 


BILLY BEANE 
Assistant General Manager 


After serving as the A's major league advance scout 
since 1990, Beane was named to his current position 
of Assistant General Manager on July 16, 1993. 


One of three first round selections by the New York 
Mets in 1980, Billy made his major league debut with 
the Mets in 1984 and in addition to New York he went 
on to play with the Twins, Tigers and A’s. His finest 
game in a major league uniform was with Minnesota at Yankee Stadium on 
April 29, 1986 when he went 5 for 5 with a walk, 4 RBI and his first major league 
homer. His final season in uniform was in 1989 when he contributed to the A's 
World Championship club as a backup infielder, outfielder and catcher. Beane 
retired as an active player in the spring of 1990 and was immediately named 
as the A's advance scout. 


He is a graduate of Mt. Carmel High School in San Diego, California and also 
attended UC San Diego, studying Economics. Beane has one daughter, 
Casey, and he resides in Castro Valley.

A Bay Area product, Rigney has been involved in the 
game of baseball as a player, manager, scout and 
executive since 1938. His last minor league stop was 
in Oakland with the Oaks of the Pacific Coast League. “Rig” served as an 
infielder with New York from 1946-53. He became manager of the Giants in 
1956 and followed the club west to San Francisco. He also managed the 
expansion Los Angeles Angels from 1961-69 and the Minnesota Twins from 
1970-72. He managed the Twins to a Western Division title in 1970. Following 
that, he served as a scout for San Diego before returning to the Giants to 
manage in 1976. He retired following that season and in 1978 returned to 
advance and special assignment scouting with the California Angels. 


Rigney has also served as an analyst on SportsChannel. His broadcast 
experience also includes a one-year stint on the A's radio network in 1974 and 
two years on the A's television network in 1983 and '84. Rigney was inducted 
into the Bay Area Sports Hall of Fame in 1994.

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THE ATHLETICS FRANCHISE 


The 1997 season marks the Athletics 30th season in Oakland and the sec- 
ond under new owners Stephen C. Schott and Ken Hofmann. The two land 
developers/home-builders purchased the franchise from the Haas family and 
assumed control of the club on November 1, 1995. They share a sense of 
commitment to the Bay Area and together they will strive to maintain the 
tradition of A’s baseball both on and off the field. 


Since the 1968 season, the franchise has now won 10 American League 
West division crowns, six American League pennants and four world champi- 
onship. Oakland was the first team to win three consecutive American League 
titles since the 1976-78 New York Yankees. 


The Athletics history has been spiced with color and dotted with champion- 
ships. From their beginnings under Connie Mack in 1901 to Art Howe's cur- 
rent version, the Athletics have won a record 10 division titles, 15 American 
League pennants and nine World Championships. Only the New York Yan- 
kees organization can claim more World Championships. 


Mack managed the A's for an incredible 50 seasons (1901-50). During his 
tenure he compiled the managerial record for most wins (3766). However in 
the process he also logged his name in books for most losses (4025). Under 
his reign in the dugout, the franchise won nine American League Champion- 
ships and five World Championships during the Philadelphia era. 


In 1951, Mack finally gave way to a new skipper, Jimmie Dykes. One of Mack's 
most valuable players, Dykes took over a struggling team and was unsuc- 
cessful in reversing their fortunes. After three seasons with Dykes at the 
reigns the team was sold to Arnold Johnson in 1954 and the franchise moved 
to Kansas City for the 1955 season. 


In 13 seasons playing in Kansas City, the club never managed to play .500 
baseball. The highest they would finish in the standings was sixth-place while 
compiling a 829-1222 record under ten managers. In 1968, Charlie Finley, 
who had entered the scene in 1960, moved the franchise to Oakland. 


In 1969 the Oakland A’s won 88 games, the most victories for an A’s club 
since 1932 and it would be the fewest wins for the team over the next six 
years. The A's became one of the most dominant teams of the 1970's. Reggie 
Jackson, Joe Rudi, Rollie Fingers and Bert Campaneris formed the back- 
bone of the clubs which won three consecutive World Championships from 
1972-74. The franchise again fell on hard times in the late 70's, but was brought 
back to life again under the control of Walter A. Haas Jr. The Haas family 
owned the club from 1980-95 and the A’s won three consecutive American 
League pennants from 1988-90, including the 1989 World Championship. 


Continuing a historical trend, the Athletics franchise has again fallen on hard 
times following a string of championships. Bringing the franchise back to 
championship levels is the goal of the A’s organization.

Named as A's manager November 16, 1995 
Contract Status: Second year of a three-year con- 
tract through 1998. 


Art Howe returned to the managerial ranks in 1996 
and guided a young, inexperienced A's team to a 78- 
84 record in his first season as Oakland manager. 
After managing the Houston Astros to a 392-418 
record over five seasons, Howe’s major league managerial record now stands 
at 470-502. 


Howe comes to the A's from the Colorado Rockies where he was the first base 
coach and hitting coach. His coaching career began immediately following the 
conclusion of his playing career. Art worked in a variety roles with the Texas 
Rangers from 1985-88, including both first and third base coach and hitting 
instructor, He managed the Houston Astros from 1989-93 and was the major 
league advance scout for the Los Angeles Dodgers in 1994. 


Howe guided the Astros to 392 wins in his five years as manager, a total which 
ranks second only in franchise history to Bill Virdon’s 544 in eight seasons. In 
his first season as manager, Houston finished third with an 86-76 record and 
Howe finished fourth in the BBWAA National League Manager of the Year 
voting. It was one of two third place finishes, with the other coming in his final 
season in 1993 (85-77). 


The Astros began a rebuilding process in 1990 which saw Houston field the 
youngest team in the majors in 1991. In that season, Howe was named asa 
coach on Lou Piniella’s staff for the All-Star Game in Toronto. By 1992, he had 
Houston back to the .500 level at 81-81. During his tenure in Houston, Howe 
oversaw the development of young players such as 1991 National League 
Rookie of the Year Jeff Bagwell, Craig Biggio, Ken Caminiti, Pete Harnisch and 
Darryl Kile.

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Howe's professional baseball career began in 1971 with Salem ofthe Carolina 
League and he made his major league debut in 1974 with the Pirates. A lifetime 
.260 hitter in 10 big league seasons, the former infielder played in 891 games 
with Pittsburgh, Houston and St. Louis. He spent parts of the 1974 and 1975 
seasons with the Pirates before he was traded to Houston to complete a deal 
for Tommy Helms following the 1975 season. Howe played for Houston from 
1976-83 and had his best season as an Astro in 1981 when he led the team 
with a .296 average. During that season he set a Houston record that still 
stands with a 23-game hitting streak. He was also a member of Houston's first 
ever division winner in 1980, collecting a homer, 2 singles and 4 RBI inthe one- 
game playoff at Dodger Stadium to win the title. Surgery on his left ankle and 
right elbow forced him to miss the entire 1983 season and he finished his 
playing career in St. Louis from 1984-85. Following his release by St. Louis on 
April 22, 1985, he joined the Texas Rangers coaching staff on May 21. 


1997 Athletics 


Howe's managerial experience began during his playing days in the Puerto 
Rican winter league. He managed at Bayamon in 1979, 1980 and 1982, 
earning Manager of the Year honors during the 1980 season. Following the 
conclusion of his playing career, he guided the Ponce club in 1985 and 
returned tc winter ball in 1994, leading the expansion Azucareros del Este 
team from the Dominican Republic to the Carribean World Series. 


He was a football and baseball star at Shaler (PA) High School and attended 
the University of Wyoming in Laramie. While picking up his degree in Business 
Administration, he played for four years on the Cowboys’ baseball team and 
had aseason as a quarterback for the football team until a back injury put a halt 
to his gridiron career. Upon his graduation from Wyoming, Howe was 
employed as a computer programmer for the Westinghouse Corporation when 
a friend convinced him to attend a Pirates tryout camp. He eventually signed 
a free agent contract with the club in August, 1970, at the age of 23. 


Howe and his wife, Betty, have three children, Stephanie, Gretchen and 
Matthew. They reside in Houston, Texas during the off season. He has been 
active in the community, hosting the Art Howe Pro-Celebrity Golf Tournament 
to benefit the Epilepsy Association of Houston/Gulf Coast.

After serving as the A’s strength and conditioning 
coach for four seasons, Bob Alejo adds the respon- 
sibilities of A's Bullpen Coach in 1997, his fifth sea- 
son in the A's organization. 
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As strength and conditioning coach, Alejo is responsible for all aspects of the 
players year-round conditioning program, including fitness testing, pre-game 
preparation, and diet. 


In addition to his duties with the A's, Alejo also serves on the Sports Medicine 
and Performance Commission of USA Volleyball and is a consultant for Cham- 
pion Nutrition. He also reviews articles for the National Strength and Condi- 
tioning Association and is a member of the Editorial Board for Performance 
Conditioning for Soccer and Performance Conditioning for Volleyball maga- 
zines. Alejo also continues to work with elite professional athletes in other 
sports. 


Bob graduated from Chico State in 1981 with a degree in Physical Education 
and Biological Sciences. He was the strength and conditioning coach for 
Chico State's football team and later moved to UCLA. With the Bruins, he 
was an assistant conditioning coach for all sports except football and later 
added the responsibilities of head conditioning coach for the basketball squad.

Bob Cluck returns as the A's pitching coach for the 
second consecutive season. Itis his second stint as 
a major league coach as he was Art Howe's pitching 
coach in Houston from 1990-93, the final four years 
of Howe's five-year stint as Astros manager. 


Cluck’s coaching career began as his playing career was coming to an end in 
the Astros minor league system. He was a player-coach at Oklahoma City in 
1972 and Denver in 1973 before starting the 1974 season as a player. After 
appearing in two games at Denver and 22 at Cedar Rapids, he finished the 
year coaching at Columbus. The former pitcher was named manager at 
Dubuque of the Midwest League where he compiled a 58-67 record in 1975 
and 59-71 in 1976. He concluded his first tour of duty with the Houston orga- 
nization filling a variety of roles including Assistant Field Coordinator in 1977, 
Minor League Field Coordinator in 1978 at Coordinator of Minor League In- 
struction from 1979-81. 


Following the 1981 season, Bob moved on to the San Diego Padres organi- 
zation as Director of Minor League Development. After two seasons in that 
capacity, he was named manager of the Padres Triple-A affiliate in Las Vegas 
in 1984. In his first season he guided the Stars to a 71-65 record and a 
playoff berth and followed that up with a 65-79 mark in 1985. He was a minor 
league instructor in 1986 and ‘87 before returning to the Astros organization. 


Upon his return to Houston, Cluck filled a varitey of roles including coordina- 
tor of minor league pitching instruction, national scouting cross checker and 
special assignment coach before joining Howe on the major league staff. 
Following his stint as pitching coach, Cluck joined the A's organization in 
1994 as the minor league roving pitching instructor, a role he fulfilled for two 
seasons. 
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Cluck's playing career spanned eight years in the minor leagues with Pitts- 
burgh and Houston. He pitched five seasons in the Pirates farm system from 
1967-71 and had his best season in 1969, compiling a 10-4 record and a 2.25 
ERA at Salem of the Carolina League. The San Diego native spent his final 
three seasons (1972-74) as a player in the Astros farm system. 
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Prior to turning pro, Cluck attended San Diego City College (1964-65) and 
San Diego State (1977). He and his wife, Teri, have two daughters, Jennifer 
and Amber. They make their off season home in La Mesa, California.

Duffy Dyer is in his second season as coach with 
Oakland, his first as the A’s bench coach. He was 
the A's third base coach in 1996 after spending seven 
years as third base coach for Milwaukee. He was 
originally named to the Brewers coaching staff by Tom 
Trebelhorn following the 1988 season and was the only holdover when Phil 
Garner took over as manager prior to the 1992 season, 


Dyer's coaching career began in 1983 as Bullpen Coach with the Chicago 
Cubs and his minor league managerial career began the following season 
with Kenosha, Minnesota's affiliate in the Midwest League. In 1985, he guided 
the Twins to a 79-60 record and the league championship, earning Midwest 
League Manager of the Year honors, The former catcher then moved on to 
the Milwaukee organization where he won his second consecutive Manager 
of the Year award after his El Paso club won the Southern League (AA) Cham- 
pionship. After another season with the Diablos, Dyer took over the helm of 
Milwaukee's Triple-A affiliate in Denver in 1988 and compiled a 72-69 record. 


He played 14 seasons in the major leagues and posted a .221 batting aver- 
age with four different teams. Originally selected in the first round of second- 
ary phase of the June, 1966 draft, Dyer made his debut with the Mets in 1968 
and appeared in one World Series game for the World Champion New York 
club in 1969. He had his finest season as a major leaguer with the Mets in 
1972 as he led National League catchers in double plays (12) and set per- 
sonal season highs in games (94), at bats (325), runs (33), hits (75), doubles 
(17), triples (3), homers (8) and RBI (36). After seven seasons with the Mets, 
he was traded to Pittsburgh on October 21, 1974 for Gene Clines and hit .227 
in four seasons with the Pirates. Duffy appeared in the 1975 NLCS with the 
Pirates and caught John Candelaria's no-hitter in 1976. He signed with the 
Expos as a free agent in 1979 and concluded his playing career with Detroit 
from 1980-81. 


Dyer graduated from Cortez HS in 1963, earning All-State honors in baseball 
and football (second team). He attended Arizona State University where he 
played in the 1965 College World Series and earned All-Western Athletic 
Conference and All-American honors behind the plate in 1966. In between 
his playing career and coaching career, he worked in the real estate business 
in Phoenix. He and his wife, Lynn, have four children: Cami, Megan, Brian 
and Kevin, and they reside in Phoenix during the off season.

Brad Fischer is entering his 19th season in the A's 
organization, his second at the major league level. 
He had been a minor league player, minor league 
manager, minor league instructor and Assistant Di- 
rector of Player Developement before Art Howe 
named him as his bullpen coach, In 1997 he takes over as the A's first base 
coach, 


Fischer's playing career lasted just one season (1978) at Bend, the A's rookie 
league club, although he did appear in emergency situations at Madison in 
1983 and '84. He was out of baseball in 1979 but returned to the Oakland 
organization in 1980 as manager of Medford. 


In his second season as manager, the A's won the Northwest League cham- 
pionship with a 42-28 record as Fischer earned Manager of the Year honors. 
After a promotion to Madison he guided the Muskies to a league champion- 
ship in 1982 and a playoff appearance in 1984, Fischer managed at Hunts- 
ville from 1985-87 and reached the playoff all three years, including his sec- 
ond league championship in 1985. The former catcher took over the helm of 
the A's Triple-A affiliate at Tacoma from 1988-90 and in his final season with 
the Tigers he reached the post season for the seventh time. Fischer finished 
his 11-year minor league managerial career with a 743-670 record. 


Following his stint as a manager, Fischer was a minor league instructor for 
the A's from 1991-93. He then spent two seasons working with Keith Lieppman 
as the Assistant Director of Player Development. 


Fischer attended Western Michigan University in Kalamazoo and earned a 
B.S. degree in Industrial Education, He hit .352 with 34 RBI in 40 games as 
a senior and signed with the A's as a non-drafted free agent. Fischer and his 
wife, Mary, have four children, Danny (15), Kelly (12), Katie (7) and Ryan (3), 
and reside in McFarland, Wisconsin during the off season.

Denny Walling was a teammate of Art Howe's from 
1977-83, a player for Howe in 1992, and is now in his 
second season as his hitting coach. 


Walling’s playing career ended in 1992 and after a 
year off he joined the Chicago Cubs organization as 
a coach for the Gulf Coast League Cubs. In 1995 he served as the minor 
league hitting instructor for Baltimore, covering the Orioles Rochester (AAA), 
Bowie (AA) and Frederick (A) affiliates. 


Walling spent 18 years in the major leagues, including his first two playing for 
the A's in 1975 and '76. He was the A's first round pick in the secondary 
phase of the June draft out of Clemson University and went straight to the 
major leagues, collecting a hit in eight at bats in six games. Walling played 
three more games for Oakland in 1976 before being dealt to Houston on June 
15, 1977 for Willie Crawford. 


For the next 11% seasons, Walling played for the Astros, batting .280 or bet- 
ter in six of those seasons. Originally drafted as an outfielder, he began 
playing third base in 1983, a position he had never played before. Walling put 
together his finest season in 1986, batting .312 with 13 HR and 58 RBI. He 
appeared in two NLCS with Houston in 1980 and ‘85 and delivered the game 
winning hit in the 11th inning of game two of the 1980 Divisional Series. 


Walling was traded to the Cardinals on August 31, 1988 and played 2% sea- 
sons with St, Louis, primarily as a pinch hitter. One of the baseball's all-time 
greats off the bench, Walling currently ranks tied for eighth on the all-time 
pinch hit list with 108. He concluded his playing career with 24 games with 
Texas in 1991 and three games with Houston in 1992. 


A graduate of Howell High School in New Jersey, Walling earned three letters 
in basketball and football and four in baseball. Following high school he at- 
tended Brookdale Community College in New Jersey and Clemson Univer- 
sity. He and his wife, Teresa, have four children: Heather, Kyle, Kurt and 
Kara. They reside in Waynesboro, Virginia during the off season.

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Washington's coaching career began in 1991 at Tidewater, the Mets Triple-A 
affiliate in the International League. He spent two seasons there before tak- 
ing over as manager of New York's Single-A Columbia Bombers of the South 
Atlantic League. In 1993 he guided the Bombers to a 64-77 record and Co- 
lumbia finished 59-76 in 1994. Last year, he returned as a coach for the Mets 
Triple-A affiliate, now at Norfolk, 


The former infielder spent all or parts of 10 seasons in the major leagues with 
Los Angeles, Minnesota, Baltimore, Cleveland and Houston, He made his 
debut with the Dodgers in 1977 and, despite hitting .368 in 10 games, did not 
return to the majors until 1981 with Minnesota. The New Orleans native hit 
.271 with a career high 5 HR and 39 RBI in his first full season in the majors 
in 1982 and he batted a career high .294 for the Twins in 1984. Washington 
was released by the Twins prior to the 1987 season and played 26 games for 
Baltimore that year. He played 69 games with Cleveland in 1988 and seven 
games for Howe's Astros in 1989. Washington finished his professional play- 
ing career with the Texas Rangers Oklahoma City (AAA) farm team in 1990. 


He graduated from John McDonogh High School in 1970 and attended Mana- 
tee Junior College. He was signed as a free agent by Kansas City out of the 
Royals Baseball Academy. Washington and his wife, Geraldine, live in New 
Orleans, Louisiana.

1996 HIGHLIGHTS —Was the A's closer early in the season, saving each of 
his first six opportunities through June 16...then began to struggle and had 
just one save in seven chances over his final 42 games...appeared in a ca- 
reer high 72 games which tied Groom for the team lead and was the most by 
an A's pitcher since Bob Lacey pitched 74 times in 1978...it is the first time in 
franchise history the Athletics have had two pitchers pitch in at least 70 
games...also had career highs in wins (6), which tied for sixth among AL 
relievers, saves (7), which was second on the team to Taylor, and strikeouts 
(64)...got off to a great start as he had a 1.24 ERA (4 er in 29.0 ip) at end of 
May and was a perfect 4 for 4 in save opportunities...retired 27 consecutive 
hitters from April 15-28 and did not allow an earned run in his first 17.0 ip 
before Detroit's Williams homered on April 28...that was his first home run 
allowed since July 22, 1994, a span of 37 games in 41.0 ip...allowed just one 
home run over his next 38.1 innings but seven over his final 25.1 
frames...posted a 6.00 ERA in June but rebounded with a 1.06 ERA in July to 
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bring his season mark back down to 2.36...had allowed just 2 of 17 inherited 
runners to score at the end of June but then allowed 17 of 29 to score the rest 
of the way...including 8 of 9 over an eight game span from August 13-Sep-

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1996 SEASON IN REVIEW 


ABOUT THE A'S: Despite finishing under .500 for the fourth consecutive season, the 
A's posted their best record since winning the American League West in 1992, finishing 
the season 78-84...finished in third place in the division, 12 games behind Texas, and 
tied for sixth in the wild card race, 10 games behind Baltimore...opened the season in 
Las Vegas and went 2-4 in the season-opening six-game stand at Cashman Field...A’s 
played 19 of the first 24 games away from the Coliseum but, by winning 7 of 8 from April 
21-28, posted a 13-11 mark over that span...hovered around the .500 mark until the first 
East Coast trip (Boston, New York and Baltimore) in late May when then A's went 3-7 to 
drop to four games under .500 at 22-26...batted .284 in June and hit a franchise record 
55 home runs,.,began a stretch of 22 consecutive games against A.L. West teams on 
June 27 and went 15-7 during that stretch, picking up 5% games in the 
standings...opponents scored first in 14 of the 22 games but the A's came back to win 9 
of those 14 games...scored an average of 7.3 runs per game while batting .30) with 48 
doubles, 49 homers and 114 walks...after spending 73 of the first 95 days of the season 
in sole possession of fourth place, the A’s moved into sole possession of third for good 
on July 16...homered in 23 consecutive games from July 2-27, falling two short of the 
major league record...but as the streak ended, so did the A's winning ways...swept a 
three-game series in Chicago following the 15-7 stretch against the West to move to a 
season high four games over .500 on July 24 (53-49) and pull to within 4% games of first 
place Texas...then lost 23 of 33 games from July 25 through August 27 to drop back to a 
season low nine games under .500 (63-72)...that included a pair of season high five 
game losing streaks from August 13-16 and August 20-24.,,had fallen to a season high 
13% games out of first place on August 27 before playing .500 ball (12-12) in September. 


PLAYERS USED: The A's used 43 players in 1996, including 23 players and 20 pitch- 
ers...17 rookies (9 players and 8 pitchers) appeared in at least one game for the A's 
including 11 who made their major league debut.,.12 different pitchers stared a game 
for Oakland in 1996...the A's also used three catchers, eight first baseman, five second 
baseman, five third baseman, four shortstops, 13 outfielders and 14 designated hitters. 


OFFENSE: The A's offense set club records in batting average (.265), runs (861), hits 
(1492), total bases (2546), doubles (283), home runs (243), RBI (823) and strikeouts 
(1114)...even though the batting average was the best by an A's team since 1941 (.268), 
the A's ranked 12th in the league... McGwire led the way with a .312 average, followed by 
Brosius with .304, giving the A’s two .300 hitters for just the second time in Oakland 
history (Canseco and Dave Henderson in 1988),,.A’s home run total, topped by McGwire's 
52 was a franchise record and was third best in the league...McGwire, Berroa and 
Steinbach each drove in 100 runs, giving the A's three players with 100 RBI for the first 
time in Oakland history and third time in franchise history (1930 and 32)...the A’s 861 
runs scored were the most since 1933 (875) and tied for fifth most in franchise 
history...Giambi led the A’s with an Oakland record 40 doubles...A’s stole just 58 bases, 
the fewest in Oakland history, and Battle's team leading total of 10 was also the fewest 
ever by an Oakland team leader. 


HOME RUNS: The A's 243 home runs set a franchise record and ranked as third most in 
major league history...A’s had three players (McGwire, Berroa and Steinbach) hit 30 
home runs, the first time that has happened in Athletics history, the 13th time by an AL 
team and the 29th time in ML history.,.the trio of McGwire, Berroa and Steinbach com- 
bined for 123 home runs which set a franchise record and ranked as sixth most in ML 
history...the duo of McGwire and Berroa combined for 88 home runs which was second 
only in franchise history to Foxx and Simmons’ 93 in 1932 and 11th best in ML history...hit 
a franchise record eight home runs on June 27 at California...seven different players 
homered in that game to tie a major league record...that was part of a four game span 
from June 25-29 when the A's hit a ML record tying 18 home runs...hit 55 home runs in 
June to set a franchise record (tied for second most in ML history) and followed that up 
by hitting 53 in July (tied for sixth most in ML history)...homered in 23 consecutive games 
from July 2-27 to set a club record and fall two short of the ML record. 


DESIGNATED HITTERS: The A's used 14 different designated hitters, led by Berroa 
who made 89 starts as the DH...he batled .287 with 21 HR and 61 RBI...McGwire and 
Mufioz each made 18 starts as the DH...as a team, the A's designated hitters batted a 
combined .254 which ranked 17th in the leaque, 23 points below the leaque average...their 
33 home runs ranked third and their 105 RBI ranked eighth. 


PINCH HITTERS: The A's sent 121 pinch hitters to the plate in 1996 and batted .259 
which ranked sixth in the league...Stairs topped the A's with 8 hits in 17 at bats and his 
.471 average was the best among all major leaguers with more than 10 at bats...A’s were 
fifth in the league with four pinch homers, topped by Stairs with two...a total of 22 differ- 
ent players pinch hit for the A's in 1996. 


THE DISABLED LIST: The A's used the disabled list just nine times in 1996, the fewest 


since using eight in 1990...Munoz (left lateral knee strain) and Gates (fractured left tibia) 
missed the most time, missing the A's final 109 and 95 games respectively.

PITCHING: For the second straight season, the A's pitching staff set an Oakland record, 
posting a 5.20 ERA...that ranked 10th in the league, 21 points above the league average. ..it 
was the highest by an Athletics pitching staff since the 1955 team posted a 5.35 ERA in 
Kansas City...opponents hit .287, which was second highest in the A.L., 10 points above 
the league average...in addition to ERA, the pitching staff set Oakland records for hits 
(1638), runs (800) and home runs (205)...tied a club record with three consecutive shut- 
outs from August 28-31...18 pitchers won at least one game, including Adams, Chouinard, 
Montgomery and Witasick who picked up their first major league wins. 


STAATERS: Posted a 47-65 record and a 5.57 ERA which tied for third highest in the 
league, 40 points above the league average...went the distance just seven times, the 
fewest complete games in franchise history...allowed a .295 opponents batting average, 
13 points above the league average for starters...a total of 12 pitchers started for the A’s 
in 1996...Wasdin led the team with eight wins, the fewest by an A's team leader in fran- 
chise history and the fourth time the Athletics have not had a 10-game winner...Adams' 
4.01 ERA was the best among A's starters as was his .257 opponents batting average 


BULLPEN: A's relievers tied for the league lead with 31 wins and ranked eighth with a 
4.59 ERA, eight points below the league average...A’s went to the pen 418 times in 
1996, second only in the league to the Tigers 426...bullpen allowed a .274 opponents 
batting average, seven points above the league average... 18 different pitchers appeared 
in relief for the A’s led by Groom and Mohler with 72 each...that marked the first time in 
franchise history the A's have had two pitchers appear in 70 games...eight different pitchers 
picked up a save, including a team leading 17 by Taylor...pen had 34 saves in 53 chances 
(64.2%)...Mohler, Corsi and Taylor topped A's relievers with six wins and Groom had the 
best ERA (3.65); 


FIELDING: A\s finished fifth in the league with a .984 fielding percentage...that ranked 
second only in franchise history to the .986 by the 1990 A's...topped the majors with an 
Oakland record 195 double plays, the most by an Athletics team since the 1951 Philadel- 
phia A's turned 204...A’s also turned the sixth triple play in Oakland history on April 7 vs. 
Detroit in Las Vegas... Young ranked third among AL outfielders with a .997 percentage 
and added eight assists to tie Plantier and Stairs for the team lead...Brosius was fourth 
among league third baseman (.969) and Bordick was fifth among shortstops (.979). 


AT HOME: A's finished the season under .500 (40-41) at home for the third time in the 
last four years...won 11 home series (three by sweep), lost 11 (four by sweep) and split 
four...that Includes a loss (by sweep) and a split in Las Vegas...for the first time since 
1989, the A’s had a higher batting average at home (.273), than on the road (.258)...five 
players hit better than .300 at home led by Brosius (.312) and Giambi (.312)...the A's hit 
a club record 113 home runs at home, including 103 in the Coliseum.,.McGwire topped 
the A’s with 24...pitching staff had a 5.12 ERA at home compared to 5,28 on the 
road...allowed a .281 opponents batting average, compared to .294 on the road... Wasdin 
topped the A's with six wins at home and Taylor had a team leading seven saves. 


ON THE ROAD: A's finished 38-43 on the road to post their best road record since 1992 
(45-36)...won eight road series (three by sweep), lost 15 (one by sweep) and split three...hit 
.258 on the road paced by Batista (.336) and McGwire (.314)...A's hit a franchise record 
130 home runs on the road which is second most in major league history... McGwire hit a 
franchise record tying 28 home runs away from the Coliseum...Reyes led the A's with six 
road wins and Taylor had 10 of the A's 21 saves on the road. 


VS. THE WEST: A's had their best success against the West in 1996, posting a 22-17 
record...won the season series against all three teams, including an 8-5 mark against 
Seattle which matched their most wins vs. any team in 1996...A’s have now won 8 of the 
last 9 season series from the Mariners...went 7-6 against California to win the season 
series for the 10th consecutive season...were 11-9 at home and 11-8 on the road. 


VS. THE CENTRAL: Finished 32-29 against Central Division foes, posting a 18-12 mark 
at home and 14-17 on the road...went 5-7 against Milwaukee, losing the season series 
for the sixth consecutive season.,.,A’s snapped a 13-game losing streak vs. the Indians 
on May 6 and won their first game ever in Jacobs field on June 12...swept a three-game 
series in Chicago, July 22-24, the A's first sweep in Chicago since June 30-July 2, 1970. 


VS. THE EAST: Went 24-38 against the East in 1996 with the only series win coming 
against Detroit (8-4)...the eight wins vs. Detroit matched the A’s most vs. any club in 
1996 and it included Oakland's first ever sweep in Tiger Stadium, June 17-19...lost nine 
games to both Baltimore and New York, the A’s most vs. one team in 1996...it was the 
most wins by the Yankees against the A's since 1979 (also 9)...were 13-18 on the road, 
9-16 in the Coliseurn and 2-4 in Las Vegas. 


ATTENDANCE: A's finished last in the majors in attendance in 1996, drawing a total of 
1,148,380 fans, an average of 14,355 per game...that total includes 54,923 in six games 
(9,154 avg.) in Las Vegas and 1,093,457 in 74 dates in the Coliseum (14,776 
avg.)...season high was 36,129 on July 5 vs. California...low was 6,021 vs. Milwaukee 
on April 22, the lowest in the Coliseum since September 24, 1986 vs. Chicago (5,306)...A's 
attendance on the road was 2,091,338 which ranked eighth.

He played just two games there before being promoted and finishing the season at Sarasota 
of the Gulf Coast League, where he hit .349 and stole 18 bases in just 29 games. From there, he spent three 
more years with the Cubs before being acquired by the A’s. Anative of Henderson, Texas, Jones was a four- 
sport letterman at Henderson High School. From there it was on to Paris Junior College for two years and 
the University of Arkansas. As a Razorback, Jones was a first-team All Southwest Conference selection.

Former major league outfielder Jeffrey Leonard is making his minor leaque managerial debut at Modesto, 
Jeffrey began his coaching career last year as the first base coach and hitting instructor at Modesto and also 
managed the A's instructional league team in Arizona. “Hac Man's” playing career spanned 14 years and 
included stops in Los Angeles, Houston, San Francisco, Milwaukee and Seattle. Jeffrey was signed out of 
Overbrook High School (Philadelphia, PA) by the Dodgers in 1973 and made his major league debut in 1977, 
hitting .300 in 11 games with Los Angeles. Leonard was traded to the Astros with Rafael Landestoy in 
exchange for Joe Ferguson on Septrember 11, 1978. In 1979 he hit .290 on his way to being named The 
Sporting News Rookie of the Year in the National League. In April, 1981 he and Dave Bergman were traded 
to the Giants, where he spent parts of eight seaons, in exchange for Mike Ivie. He enjoyed his best season 
in 1987 when he was selected to the N.L. All-Star squad for the first time while enjoying a .280, 19 homer, 
63 RBI season, Jeffrey posted a .417 average in the post-season en route to being named MVP of the NLCS 
and became the first player in LCS history to hit a home run in four consecutive games. On June 8, 1988 he 
was dealt to the Brewers for Ernest Riles and in 1989 joined the Marinets as a free agent. Leonard was a 
member of the A.L All-Star team that year, but his playing career came to an end when he was released at 
the end of the 1990 season, He finished with a .266 career average with 144 HR and 723 RBI,

PRESS WILL CALL: Credentials may be picked up at Press Will Call located on the Plaza 
Level between the Stadium and the Arena. Press Will Call opens two anda halfhours prior 
to game time. 


CLUBHOUSES: TheAthletics clubhouseis located on the third base side and the visitors 
is located on the first base side. Access can be obtained by taking the press elevator to 
the first floor or through the door on the right near the end of the hall after you enter through 
the North Press Gate, Only credentialed media with clubhouse access will be admitted, 
The training room and players break room is closed to the media. The A's clubhouse is 
closed until three and one-half hours prior to the game and closes again 45 minutes prior 
togame time. It will open no earlier than five minutes or no later than 10 minutes following 
the game. Attimes, certain additional restrictions may be imposed. Access to the visiting 
clubhouse will be determined solely by the visiting club's policies. 


FIELD: Only credentialed media with field access will be allowed onto the field. All media 
must clear the field immediately following batting practice. Only newspaper and 
magazine photographers will be allowed on the field level during the game. 


PRESS BOX: The press box and all broadcast positions are located on the loge level. 
Access is by the press elevator only. 


PRESS LOUNGE: The press lounge is located behind Section 117 (second floor from 
the press elevator). Itopens two hours prior to game time for accredited media members 
and baseball personnel. The press lounge closes at gametime. The chargeis $8.00 and 
meal tickets are available for purchase in the lounge. 


GAME NOTES AND INFORMATION GUIDES: Game notes for the Athletics and the 
visiting team, statistics and starting lineups are available on the first base side of the press 
box for working press only. Information guides for all clubs are available upon request from 
the A's public relations staff in the press box. 


TELEPHONES: A total of four telephones, three credit card and one pay phone, are 
available in the main press box. 


TICKETS: All requests for media complimentary tickets must be made to Debbie Kenney 
at least 48 hours prior to game time. Tickets may be picked up at Press Will Call, There 
is a limit of two tickets per game. 


TELEVISION CREWS: Television crews wishing to film game highlights should notify the 
A's Public Relations Department at least 48 hours prior to the game. During the game, 
no television photographers will be allowed on the field.

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THE A’s ELEPHANT 


Prior to the 1988 season the A's brought back one of the team's most familiar 
and successful characters from past years —the Athletics’ Elephant. Aftertwo 
seasons featuring a more aggressive elephant holding two crossed bats in it’s 
trunk, the old A’s Elephant, which brought the A’s three straight American 
League titles from 1988-90 and a World Championship in 1989, returned in 
1995. The A's Elephant has been featured in many of the club's promotions 
and publications. Also, each player wears a special A’s Elephant patch on the 
left sleeve of their uniform. 


For 60 years the Athletic Elephant was one of the most popular and colorful 
lagos in all of major league baseball. In 1901 Connie Mack and his Philadel- 
phia Athletics helped form the American League. The following year, New York 
Giants Manager John McGraw dismissed the A's with contempt, calling them 
“The White Elephants,” implying Mack shouldn't be allowed to spend money 
without supervision. Mack defiantly adopted the White Elephant as the team 
insignia, and in 1902, the A's won the American League pennant. 


The White Elephant remained the team’s mascot until later that decade, when 
it finally made its way to an A’s uniform. Its first appearance was on the team's 
sweaters. In about 1918, the Elephant finally saw game action when Mack had 
the pachyderm symbol (in blue with a white “A" inside) placed on the left sleeve 
of every player. 


By 1920, Mack had fully adopted the A's Elephant as the team's symbol. Gone 
was the traditional “A” on the front of the jersey. In was a blue elephant logo. 
But after a few poor seasons, Mack decided a change was in order. So, in 
1924, the blue elephant was replaced by the white elephant on the team's 
jersey, The new-look pachyderm seemed to do the trick, as the A's played 
better ball for the next few years. 


In 1928, Mack decided the elephant had worn out its brief welcome on the A's 
jersey fronts. He replaced it with the familiar “A” on the uniforms, and the A's 
went on to win two World Championships and an AL crown in the next three 
years. This resurgence was probably due more to the additions of Foxx, 
Simmons, Grove, Cochrane, et al., than to the elephant's absence. 


That was the last year for the elephant on the A's uniform until 1955, when the 
A's, now in Kansas City, added an elephant patch to their left sleeves. But 
when Charlie Finley purchased the team in the early sixties, the elephant 
mascot was once again sent packing, replaced by, ofall animals, amule. This 
was the last we saw of this loveable A’s mascot until 1988. 


The elephant has once again proven to be a “good Juck” charm for the A's, as 
since its return the Athletics have won three American League pennants and 
one world championship.
